ST. JEAN DE LUZ, France, Sept. 
g—Four columns of Fascist rebels 
advanced without opposition today 
through the territory around San 
Sebastian, Spanish resort city on 
the Northern coast. 

One column, which occupied Ren- 


teria, moved toward Fort 


cherpe, the last line of Government 
defense before San Sebastian. An- 
other moved toward Pasajes, deep- 
water port for San. Sebastian, a 
third was at La Sarte and a fourth 
at Hernani. 

Mobs were reported to be looting 
the city. 

Surrender Proposal Fails. 


Rebels refused to grant amnesty 
for the defenders in return § for 
quick surrender of San Sebastian. 
The proposal was made in an effort 
to prevent anarchists from burning 
the city. 

Jose Ortega, son of San Sebas- 
tian’s Governor, Antonio Ortega, 
slipped into France and_ enlisted 
the aid of a French Leftist deputy 
who communicated the surrender 
proposal to a French deputy of the 
Right, representing Basque rebels 
at Pamplona, Spain. 

The insurgent representative, act- 
ing on instructions from Pamplona, 
informed Ortega that the rebels 
refused all dealings with Govern- 
ment forces. .The rebels declared, 
moreover, that all those bearing 
arms against the “true government 
of Spain” would be punished. 

Ortega abandoned his efforts and 
will return to San Sebastian to re- 
port to his father tomorrow morn- 
ing 

The two French deputies met at 
the home of a Spanish custonis 
broker in Hendaye, France. 

Evacuation of San Sebastian. 

Evacuation of San Sebastian, 
which was the summer residence 
for many Foreign Ambassadors 
before the civil war broke out, 53 
days ago, continued by way of the 
sea. A French ship brought 130 
refugees, mostly women and chil- 
dren, to St. Jean de Luz. 

The situation in San Sebastian 
Was termed serious by John W. 
Rattenbury, British former trainer 
of horses for former King Alfonso 
of Spain. Rattenbury arrived in 
Hendaye from Spain with a group 
of refugees 

Two hundred hostages have been 
imprisoned by Government forces 
In the Casino, he said, with food 
for them left on the steps of the 
building by their families. Guards 
carry the food inside. 

Rattenbury reported a scarcity 
of food in the city had caused 
many women to make raids on 
hearby farms.

LISBON, Portugal, Sept. 8— 
_Portuguese Government gunners, 
shelling two mutinous warships, 
down a brief naval rebel- 
lion in Lisbon Harbor at the mouth 
of the Tagus River today. 
| Disabled by fire from land batter- 
‘ies, the two vessels, manned by re- 
-bellious seamen who planned to 
steam away from Lisbon for an un- 
‘disclosed destination, were towed to 
a beach and their crews thrown 
into chains, 

Early in the morning, the crew 
of the destroyer Dao and part of 
ithe crew of 
de Albuquerque revolted, and au- 
thorities ordered the nearby fort- 
resses to fire. Both ships were 
damaged, 

The warships carry four 4.7-inch 
guns each. The Dao is of 1620 
tons, full load displacement, and 
the sloop 2425 tons. 

Two British steamers, the Astu- 
rias and the Strathmore, were 
close witnesses to the bombard- 
ment, 

The Asturias had just entered 
the Tagus when the engagement 
opened;~-but: was untouched: The 
Strathmore, carrying several hun- 
dred British holiday-makers, en- 
tered the bay when the firing start- 
ed but quickly withdrew. 

Six sailors were killed in the bom- 
bardment of the Alfonso de Albu- 
querque and nine were wounded. 

Strong guards were posted at all 
public buildings, while all remain- 
ing troops were held in readiness in 
their barracks to meet any emer- 
gency. 

The Government placed Lisbon 
under a state of “precaution” as 
detachments of troops moved 
| through the city to occupy strategic 
points after the mutiny. The coun- 
‘try was declared to be quiet. 

(There were indications that cen- 
sorship was delaying details of the 
revolt, including word as to wheth- 
er the rebellion was connected with 
the Spanish civil war.. Portugal, 
accused by Madrid of aiding Fascist 
rebels in Spain, has failed definite- 
ly to accept participation in the 
work of the International Neutrali- 
ty Committee which meets at Lon- 
don tomorrow. It accepted condi- 
tionally some time ago, and an- 
nounced it would not intervene in 
the Spanish crisis.) 


Reports of Portuguese Revolution 
Denied Last Month. 

Reports on Aug. 21 of a Portu- 
gfuese revolution against the dicta- 
torial Lisbon administration were 
denied flatly. The reports, reach- 
ing London at the height of the 
Spanish civil war, said President 
Oscar Carmona had been killed. 
This, too, was denied. 

Because of its strategic position 
on the Iberian Peninsula, Portugal 
| has been a major factor in the in- 
| ternational situation created by the 
Spanish civil war.

Portugal as a Gictator since the.

The money is to be used, the 
Cabinet decided, to increase’ the 
army’s efficiency rather than add- 
ing to its size. Of the initial $273,- 
000,000 to be spent, $78,000,000 was 
ear-marked for the purchase of new 
planes and modern aviation equip- 
ment. 

Port of the huge generaly army 
fund, which was voted to supply 
defense needs for the next four 
years, was ordered used for adding 
to the army technical personne! and 
increasing the proportion of profes- 
sional soldiers by granting higher 
wages to conscripts who re-enlist. 

The Cabinet also voted $65,000,- 
000 for the navy, artillery and fort 
defenses. 

A separate fund of $29,250,000 was 
allotted to rural areas as the Gov- 
ernment inaugurated a public works 
program which comprised part of 
Premier Blum’s campaign for re- 
ducing unemployment.

DUNKERQUE, France, Sept. 8. 
—The arrival of the English 
freighter Sea Rambler here, after 
a voyage from Dakar, Senegal, dis- 
closes that an unexplained epidemic 
occurred among the 24 members of 
the crew. 

Survivors said seven men fell 
dead while working in apparently 
perfect health. Five others were 
taken to a hospital at Madeira. 

The ship remained at Madeira 
two weeks, but doctors were at a 
loss to account for the malady. Wa- 
ter, food and the cargo of tulips 
all were uncontaminated, the cap- 
tain said.

ACCOUNTING RULES | 
FOR HOLDING FRNS 


Securities Commission Pre- 
scribes Uniform System for 
Some Utility Companies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. — Pre- 
scribing a uniform accounting sy 
tem for certain public utility hold- 
ing companies, the Securities Com- 
mission said today the system in- 
cluded provisions “designed to 
eliminate the practice of writing up 
the value of investments in balance 
sheets.” 

Writing up of investments to 
broaden the base on which earnings 
are permitted was one of the prac- 
tices imputed to some holding com- 
panies during the congressional 
fight over the 1935 Holding Com- 
pany Act, 

The commission announced that 
the uniform system would be ef- 
fective Jan. 1 for registered hold- 
ing companies which derive practi- 
cally all their income from divi- 
dends and interest on investments 
in other companies, but “it does not 
meet the requirements of holding 
companies which also directly own 
and operate public utility or other 
property,” the announcement added. 

The commission called for a 
transcript of each accounting com- 
pany’s surplus accounts to next 
Jan. 1, and instructed companies 
not to destroy records “except as 
provided by rules and regulations.” 

Other provisions included require- 
ments for the segregation of surplus 
to show what represents capital sur- 
plus, and what is earned surplus; 
and a statement that stock divi- 
dends from subsidiaries may not be 
taken into income, or surplus, at 
amounts greater than those charged 
by the paying companies to their 
income earned surplus accounts, 
and then only to the extent that 
such dividend is declared from 
earnings subsequent to acquisition. 

As to the basis of recording in- 
vestments on the books of holding 
companies, the instructions said: 

“Investments acquired suvsequent 
to the effective date of this system 
of accounts shall be entered in in- 
vestment accounts at cost to the 
company ... and retained therein 
at cost until sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of, or written down or writ- 
ten off th accordance with provi- 


sions of accounts herein  pre- 
scribed.” 
Certain special provisions were 


made for the recording of invest- 
ments acquired in reorganization 
and bankruptcies. In such cases, 
the commission ruled, the account- 
ing company, where there is no sat- 
isfactory valuation, will be required 
to estimate the value of the invest- 
ments, and to set up a reserve to 
take care of errors in such esti- 
mates.

Cook County Superintendent Re- 
fuses to Certify Principal 
Named in Letter.

CHICAGO, Sept. 8—The Union 
Ridge School failed to open for the 
fall term today and while 500 ele- 
mentary students in suburban Nor- 
wood Township enjoyed an extend- 
ed vacation, their parents argued 
over the subject of “kissing teach- 
ers.” 

The conflict was over the reap- 
pointment of Principal Charles 
O’Hearn, accused in an anonymous 
letter of becoming too affectionate 
with his teaching staff of three 
young women. 

Noble J. Puffer, Cook County Su- 
perintendent of Schools, declined to 
certify O’Hearn as principal, where- 
upon Herman Reussow, head of the 
Township School Board, refused to 
certify the three teachers. 

Pronounced Reussow: “He’s 
(O’Hearn) coming back here this 
fall, Puffer or no Puffer. He used 
his own money to feed and clothe 
hungry children. He used to walk 
through the snow at daybreak to 
scrub classroom floors before we 
had a janitor.” 

Reussow announced he did not 
believe the implications in the 
anonymous letter. The teachers in- 
dignantly denied them at first, but 
later, Reussow said, they placed 
charges before Puffer. 

The board said it thought the 
affair would be settled to permit 
school to begin Sept. 14.

Why the Catcher Signals. 


RANK WILSON, St. Louis 

fan, is worried because the 
catcher gives the signals direct- 
ing the kind of piteh the curver 
shall throw. He writes: 

“Why should the catcher tell 
the pitcher what to pitch? Pitch- 
ers walk many batsmen trying to 
throw what the catcher pre- 
scribes. Are pitchers too dumb 
to signal what they believe the 
best delivery to use? Since the 
* pitcher is charged with victory or 
defeat, why has he not the right 
to call his own shots, so to 
speak?” 

Signaling is left to the catcher 
primarily because he is able to 
cover up his signs much more 
safely than the pitcher. The 
catcher, too, usually knows his 
pitcher very thoroughly and be- 
cause of his position overlooking 
the entire field and diamond, he 
is considered a better judge of 
what is called for by the situation. 

Frequently, too, the pitcher re- 
fuses the catcher's sign when he 
thinks another sort of ball should 
be thrown. And, finally, it is the 
manager on the bench or in the 


field who usually dictates. the 
piteh at crucial moments.

LABOR IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
Those leaders of organized labor who would take 
the Federal Government as an ally through such well- 
‘intentioned but misguided measures as the Wagner 
Labor Disputes Act need to be reminded that govern- 
ment can be harsh to labor as well as friendly. The 
‘labor policy of a fiture administration cannot be told 
| from the attitude of a present one. 

In this connection, labor in this country will do 
well to compere its rights and privileges under the 
law with those of workingmen in Great Britain. The 
Trade Disputes and Trade Unions Act of 1927, to 
which Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia University, referred in his address Sunday 
‘night at the Parrish Art Museum, Southampton, Long 
Island, was placed upon the statute books of Great 
‘Britain after the very serious and virtually nation- 
wide strike of 1926. Laborite members of Parlia- 
ment bitterly opposed enactment, but their protests 
were unavailing. 

The heart of this law is its distinction between 
legal and illegal strikes—a distinction not drawn by 
‘Federal law in the United States. Since 1927, in 
Great Britain, a strike has been illegal if it “has 
any object other than or in addition to the further- 
| ance of a trade dispute wifhin the trade or industry 
‘in which the strikers are engaged.” It is also ille- 
‘gal if it is “designed or calculated to coerce the Gov- 
‘ernment either directly or by inflicting hardship 
‘upon the community.” Collection or use of money 
to support illegal strikes is also outlawed. 

By way of explanation of what specifically is 
meant, the law goes on to say that “a trade dispute

SAYS OF NEW DEAL 


o Occasion for Malice in 
Campaign, He Asserts 
‘‘Just a Goose im a 


Thunder Storm.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALMA, Mich., Sept. 8—The ad- 
ministration has passed laws ob- 
stensibly in the interest of labor, 
but which will actually place labor 
under Government control, said 
Col. Frank Knox, Republican can- 
didate for Vice-President, in an ad- 
dress last night at this town, in 
which he attended college. 


“What has the administration 
done for labor?” he asked. “It has 
professed a great affection for la- 
bor, but its policies have done labor 
harm. It has preached a gospel of 
class hate. It has fomented labor 
strife. 
bly in the interest of labor that 
mean only that labor will be under 
the iron hand of Government. It 
has, by its policies, increased the 
cost of relief for unemployed labor, 
increased the costs of food and 
clothes for employed labor. 

“It has established ostensibly in 
the interests of labor a social se- 
curity law that will tax wages 
cruelly for a remote and uncertain 
benefit. It has preached a false 
doctrine of over-production and 
practiced a vicious policy of scarci- 
ty that has misled laber and un- 
dermined labor’s splendid spirit of 
industry and production. No group 
in America has more cause for re- 
jecting the present administration 
than the working man of Ameri- 
ca.” 


Knox Gives His Belief. 

Col. Knox said he believed in the 
right of labor to collective bargain- 
ing and in better working condi- 
tions, reasonable hours of labor and 
fair wages. 

“The rights of labor,” he _ said, 
“are not political issues. If they 
are ever permitted to become so, 
then labor must permit itself for 
reprisals as well as temporary vic- 
tories, neither of which will con- 
tribute to settling the problems of 
labor on a sound and permanent 
basis. I am for the laboring man 
and I am sorry to see the day when 
his welfare becomes a mere foot- 
ball of American politics.” 

Commenting on Democratic 
Chairman Farley’s assertion that 
this will be a “dirty” campaign, Col. 
Knox asserted he wants no dirty 
campaign. 

“There is no occasion for rancour 
and malice,” he said, “There are 
people who see in the New Deal 
what is not there. They see in it 
the manifestations of evil motive 
and wicked purpose. I do not 
agree, The New Deal is not wicked; 
it is just unsound. It is not a gov- 
ernment of evil design; it just does 
not know where it is going. It is 
not planning a dictatorship; it just 
has delusions of grandeur. 

New Deal Can’t Keep Books. 

“It is not relentlessly determined 
to reorganize our country; it just 
got started and does not know how 
to stop, It is not attempting to 
destroy the Constitution; it just 
hasn’t time to bother with the Con- 
situation. It is not bent on bank- 
rupting the Treasury; it just doesnt 
know the value of a dollar. It is 
not deliberately creating deficits; 
it just doesn’t know how to keep 
books. 

“It is not Samson pulling down 
the pillars of the temple; it is just 
a goose in a thunder storm. You 
all remember the old story of the 
man trying to sel] the mule without 
letting the other fellow know the 
mule was blind. When the mule 
ran into a tree he said that the 
mule wasn’t blind, he just didn’t 
| give a darn.” 
| Discussing education, the candi- 
date said he hoped to see the time 
when every boy and girl in the 
country, regardless of financial 
circumstances, will have the oppor- 
tunity of going through college.

NEW CHINESE ‘MOB MURDER’ 
OF A JAPANESE REPORTED 


Crowd Said to Have Looted Store 
in Pakhol, Dragged Owner 
Out and Killed Him. 
CANTON, China, Sept. 8— 
Sources of the Domei (Japanese) 
News Agency tonight reported the 
second “mob murder” of Japanese 
within two weeks, on the Chinese 

mainland. 

The news agency said Chinese 
agitators at Pakhoi, in the extreme 
southwest of Kwangtung Province, 
had killed Jyunzo Nakano, a Japa- 
nese citizen, on Sept. 3. The Kwang- 
tung Provincial Government was 
informed of the incident by the Jap- 
anese consulate here. 

From Chengtu, last Aug. 24, a 
mob was reported to have killed 
two Japanese and injured two oth- 
ers. Negotiations over this incident 
are scheduled shortly at Nanking. 

At Pakhoi, the Domei advices 
stated, anti-Japanese demonstrators 
attacked and looted Nakano’s store, 
dragged him into the street and 
murdered him. He was reported to 
have been the only Japanese resi- 
dent of the town. 


ANHEUSER-BUSCH TAX APPEAL 


Brewery Alleges Erroneous Compu- 
tation of Depreciation. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Amn ap- 
peal involving an income tax defi- 
ciency of $60,948, for 1930, was filed 
with the Board of Tax Appeals to- 
day by Anheuser-Busch, Inc., St. 
Louis, and its subsidiary, the Mel- 
rose Ice Cream Corporation. 

The brewing concern alleged the 
Treasury erroneously computed the 
depreciation on its bottle and case 
properties, and also erroneously 
computed the profit from the reor- 
ganization involving the Melrose 
corporation and the Borden com- 
pany. The company contended the 
transfer of its ice cream manufac- 
turing properties to the Borden 
company in 1930 was a reorganiza- 
tion within the meaning of tax 
statutes. 


Ed Wynn Appeals Tax Claim. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—An in- 
come tax deficiency claim of $254,- 
307 was appealed today to the Board 
of Tax Appeals by Ed Wynn, the 
comedian. The Treasury charged 
Wynn with a deficiency of $99,855 
for 1932 and $154,452 for 1933 on in- 
come he received from radio, stage 
and motion picture productions.

From the day she landed in Cali- 
fornia, Louise Thaden has captured 
one record after another. Her trans- 
port license, No. 1943, was issued in 
1928 and in that same year she set 
a new altitude record for women 
and established a new speed record 
by flying 156 miles per hour.

substances It depends on the faet 
that man among the mat. 
mals is unable to destroy or ox 
dize uric acid. Ut acid is the 
chemical end-product of the break 
down of meat- to be exact, of 
the purin bodies, but since all the 
purins which we ingest are in the 
form of meat, the statement is for 
all practical purposes true 

When too much purin food isa 
taken in, uric acid naturally accu- 
mulates. and unless eliminated as 
such by the kidneys, in susceptible 
persons it forms deposits in the 
joints— classically the big toe—with 
the consequent excruciating inflam. 
matory attack The fact that it 
occurs in susceptible persons is em- 
phasized, and why certain ones 
should be is unknown-—in fact, 
there are many mysteries about 
gout, and to explain it alone on the 
ground of excessive meat eating and 
wine bibbling is entirely unfal: It 
occurs frequently in total abstain- 


ers.

It occurs in all of minor 
forms. Certain things bring it on 

not necessarily just stuffing and 

drinking bouts, but combinations of 
things. If a fellow returns from a 
hunting or fishing trip and is laid 
up with an attack of rheumatism 
for a few days, put it down to gout. 
The combination of good fellowship 
‘and the strain on the feet of walk- 
ing over rocks or rough ground does 
ithe trick. An eminent student of 
‘the subject tells of a nimrod who 
started out hunting with a quart or 
two of gin, but his enemy overtook 
ihim and he returned with “gun, 
| game, gin and gout.” 
Moderate to severe activity, how 
ever, provided the feet are pro- 
i'tected, is preventive of attacks 
When Pirchheimer, the friend of 
Luther, wrote his “Apology for 
Gout”-he makes Gout say: “I take 
no pleasure in these hard. rough, 
rustick, agresticke kind of people 
who are never at rest, but always 
exercise their bodies with hard 
labours.” Yes, the gluttonous and 
the slothful are good targets for 
podagra 

The foods which contain the 
purin bodies in largest amounts 
‘are: Bouillon, beef extracts, sweet- 
breads, liver, kidney and brain. 
Milk and eggs are purin free 
The knowledge that such sub 
stances did tend to bring on a real 
disease has been, when traced his- 
torically, a very unfortunate thing 
because it resulted in the wholesale 
condemnation of meat as a 4ood., 
In the 1880's an English doctor, 
named Haig, published a book on 
“Uric Acid,” which blamed not only 
gout, but all rheumatism, as well 
as hardening of the arteries. kid- 
ney disease, uremia, migraine and 
many forms of eye disease on the 
purin bodies. It was a thoroughly 
unscientific piece of work. but fad- 
dish minds have clung to it ever 
since. 

Only within the last few years 
when Anderson and Stefansson had 
the hardihood to plantolive for six 
years on an exclusively meat diet, 
was it shown to he complete and 
adequate and really reduced blood 
pressure, improved the teeth and 
digestion and maintained perfect 
physical vigor
